Dear Friend, 


Since last writing t have bo en to 


Constantinople, where I had several 
Important conferpnc.es with UIP atl- 
mtnistrative committc-o 
and 
among 


other things it wa* decided that 1 
should leuiain in my present position 
for tho turning year, 
1 w,is alm> able 


to collect a number ot much needed 
per?onnfl tit high calibre. Incidental- 
ly we purchased 40 line ntulvs from 
the British army and brought them 
along with us. Shortly after my re- 
turn a delegation ot 25 Americana un- 
der the Icudeiship of Mr. V'Kkery 
came to Inspect our work. It «JB 
fiuito an ordeal io;- me, as it is diffi- 
cult for people to set the background 
after 
difficulties ha\e been parsed. 


Since ihe Turks have avacuated, many 
Armenians are returning in wretched 
condition. In Erhan especially there 
were many children In tleploratile Con- 
dition roaming the streets 
without 


food or shetler. We had caken 
In 


sot) 
children there in tho preceding 


two weeks but H. new bunch had re- 
cently arm-ed, I ga\e orders to have 
them caied for and received a tete- 
giam after we left saying that this 
had bct;n done. People read and hear 
thti stories about suffering but It comes 
as A terrible shock to them when they 
actually see it. In Alexandropol we 
remained three days and the party 


ta able, to see what can be done with 


the children when opportunity is giv- 
en for organization. There are about 
15,000 chlldten at this center and the 
personnel had gotten them into pretty 
good condition. One can understand 
what the Near East Relief means 
when one stops to think that unless a 
small group of Americans had remain- 
ed this winter practically all of these 
children would ha*e tiled. The dele- 
gallon left the Caucasus with a great 
determination that the funds neces- 
sary to carry on the full program 
should be obtained some way or other. 


Word reached the delegation that 


there was very grave su^ering among 
the people of the Volga district in Rus- 
sia, and it was decided to send a Near 
East delegation to investigate condi- 
tions and place the information before 
Mr. Hooier if he were to head up the 
relief or before the American public 
it no such organization had been form- 
rd. 
There was no intention o( cx- 


lending the activities ol t!ie Near East 
Relief but the rumors which, reached 
UB were oo appalling that it was felt 
:hat the exact news should he pub- 
lished. I did not think ol going nor 
did I feel that I ought to be -away 
after the absence to Contsantlnople. 
but the opinion was so strongly ex- 
pressed that it n-ould be desirable for 
a relief organizer to go that Mr. Vick- 
ery finally gave m« written orders 
assigning me to the party. The depu- 
tation consists of air. Johnson agri- 
culturalist, Mr. Hibbon, writer; Mr, 
Conncs, connected with the supreme 
court of New York state; Mr, Voris, 
associate secretary of Near East Be- 
ief, and myself. The Georgian gov- 
ernment was \ery cordial In malting 
arrangements for our journey, gUmg 
ts quite a nice private railway coach 
ivhich had to be thoroughly cleaned, 
jut even after a two days' scouring 
the bed bugs were not exterminated 
find a couple of nights after we start- 
ed, they attacked me in force.

We tound thousands of rcfii- 
ftocs risking iheir lives, in clinging to 
iho sides of railway cars, riding on 
bumpers, and beneath carriages. In 
talking with many of Ihcsc refugees 
we were told the same tahs, of un- 
precedented drought wllh practically 
total failure of crops, of the farmers 
remaining until everything was eaten 
up and then starting out in icarch 
of food having no objective boforo 
them, taking tho urat means of trans- 
portation which would carry them 
away from tho stricken area.

we reached Samara and coming down 
through tho center of tho stricken 
area wo saw tho thing itself. Owlnp
